United States 


MIAMI (UPI) — Unpredicta­ 
ble Hurricane Emmy, carrying 
110 mile per hour winds, has 
now turned to the northwest on 
a course that could bring it 
toward the United States. 
"In 1971 we had a hurricane 
named Ginger that came all the 
way back from where Emmy is 
now,” recalled National Hurri­ 
cane Center forecaster Paul 
Herbert. “ It took two weeks, 
but it hit the coast of North 
Carolina.” 
F orecaster 
Joe 
Pelissier 
added that Ginger had the 
distinction of being the longest- 
lived hurricane on record. But 
he noted Ginger “was barely a

storm 
when 
it hit 
Carolina and did little dama­ 
ge.” 
At 10:30 p.m. EDT Friday,

latitude 32.8 north, longitude 
55.5 west, or about 550 miles 
east of Bermuda.

Man-Made Gene Developed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - For 
the first time ever, man has 
created a 
gene 
capable of 
working in a living cell. 
A team of scientists from the 
M assachusetts 
Institute 
of 
Technology achieved the test­ 
tube creation, which has far­ 
reaching medical implications, 
after nine years of research 
The work 
will 
be 
reported 
—Inside 
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formally at the opening of a 
meeting 
of 
the 
American 
Chemical Society Monday. 
“We 
like 
to 
believe 
the 
completion of this work signals 
the beginning of a new era of 
chemical research,” said Dr 
Har Gobind Khorana. a Nobel 
laureate and MIT professor of 
biology and chemistry, who led 
the international team 
“The work opens up new 
doors 
to understanding how 
genes work and how they are 
regulated — that is, how they 
are turned on and turned off 
“The 
tools 
now 
available 
should help medical research in 
understanding and curing a 
number of hereditary disea 
ses,” Khorana said. 
A gene is like the memory of 
a computer It stores inherited 
information that serves as a 
blueprint telling a cell how to 
perform a specific chemical 
function 


The man-made gene is a 
duplicate of one of the chemical 
units of heredity found natural­ 
ly in E coli bacteria, which are 
common in the intestines of 
humans and animals. 
It contains the hereditary 
information capable of correct­ 
ing a harmful mutation that 
can occur in natural E. coli 
genes Genes afflicted with that 
defect create incomplete pro­ 
teins 
The 
synthetic 
gene 
enables such mutants to pro 
duce functional proteins 


Although the test-tube gene is 
far less complex than a typical 
human 
gene, 
its 
synthesis 
eventually could lead the way 
to the creation of artificial 
genes 
that 
could 
instruct 
human cells on how to fix 
defects and thus correct genetic 
diseases 


Dr. Hans J 
Fritz, one of 
Khwana’a coworkers, stressed 


in an interview that such a 
development was still many 
years away. But he said the 
new gene synthesis “ is one step 
toward an achievement of that 
type.” 


The main problem now under 
study, he said, is to determine 
how the genes turn on and off 
The artificial gene has this 
capability, but the scientists 
don’t understand how it opera­ 
tes 


Khorana and coworkers made 
the first artificial gene in 1970 
at the University of Wisconsin 
It was a yeast molecule But 
little was known about that 
gene’s 
biochemistry 
and 
it 
couldn't be tested to see if it 
worked in a living cell 


More was known about the E 
coli gene and in 1973 Khorana 
announced that it had been 
constructed in the ial.orat.irv

Lung Cancer Treatment Progress 


DROUGHT 


From the Mayo Clinic comes 
an exciting report on the suc­ 
cessful treatment of some 
cancers of the lung, previously 
thought to be inoperable. 
A group of surgeons in con­ 
junction 
with 
Dr. 
Aryeh 
Gorenstein have been able to 
reach, through a bronchoscope, 
cancers of the lung which were 
difficult to localize. 
They 
used 
cryosurgery, 
which is a freezing technique. A 
tiny probe, frozen to hundreds 
of degrees below zero, is applied 
directly through the bronchial 
tubes to the cancerous tissue. 
In those cases where the 
procedure has been successful, 
the doctors say, “Patients can 
resume normal activity the day 
after surgery and be dismissed 
from the hospital 24 hours 
later." 
This technique is not a sub­ 
stitute for a surgical approach 
to cancer. It is simply an ad­ 
ditional means of treating 
cancers of the lung not ap­ 
proachable by the surgical 
method.

It has always been a source of 
wonder that beekeepers do not 
die or become gravely ill when 
repeatedly bitten by a swarm of 
bees. 
A British and American team 
of allergists has found an im­ 


portant antibody present in 
large quantities in the blood of 
beekeepers. The antibody, 
called IgG, is known to play an 
important role in all severe 
allergic conditions. 
In the light of these findings it 
is hoped that by increasing the 
amount of IgG antibody in all 
people sensitive to bee stings, 
the serious consequences of bee 
venom may be avoided 
Venom-sensitive people may 
have the solution to their 
problem in this newly found 
blood mechanism. 
This work is being extended in 
other directions. IgE is another 
antibody which is being tried in 
patients who have severe forms 
of ragweed allergy. 
It is certain that before long 
more and more modifications 
will be found and used for the 
relief and protection of the 
many people who are bothered 
by allergic disorders.

Business Today 
Parcel Business 


BONN UPI — America’s United Parcel 
Service is going after West Germ any’s 
lucrative parcel business in its first foreign 
venture 
The move has raised a storm in official 
circles. The Post Office is alarmed by the 
competition and the union has warned against 
“market distortions,” (hat will drive up 
parcel post costs. 
But UPS says the user will gain from the 
enterprise because it will deliver packages 
faster and cheaper than the post office The 
company began operations here Aug 16. 
Although private firms in West Germany 
have in 25 years gradually taken over two 
thirds of the parcel business, leaving delivery 
of only 62 million parcels annually to the post 
office, UPS, because of its size, menaces the 
post office the most, according to a union 
spokesman. 
“They are picking the raisins out of the 
cake,” he said 
“They are going for the 
profitable business while we still have to 
serve all com ers.” 
The Post Office says its parcel rates cover 
only 64 per cent of its costs But already it has 
taken steps to thwart UPS competition, 
promising to improve its service. 
In (he event of severe market distortion 
resulting from UPS operations, it is felt the 
governm ent m ight introduce legislative 
corrective measures 
The postal union says the com; any does not 
work by contract and could break off its 
service at any tim e The company retorts, 
“ Because we don’t work by contract, we have 
to be good ” 


UPS says it cam e to Germany because it 
already dominates parcel delivery in the 


United States and has no more room to 
expand there. 
By mid-1977, the company will run SOU 
vans to any address reachable by road in 
this country. 
Speed appears to be the company’s main 
advantage over the post office. A cartoon in 
the financial Handelsblatt newspaper shows 
a UPS truck overtaking a post office van 
riding on snail wheels. 
“The company’s parcel rates lie only 
slightly under those of the post office,” a 
Federal Post Ministry spokesman said. 
The ministry argues it can retain its place 
in the market and cites the fact that mail in 
West Germany is conveyed chiefly by train. 


“This is environmentally more friendly 
than

trucks,” 
the 
ministry 
spokesman said. 
LIPS agrees but says that by taking charge 
of delivery every step of the way, it provides 
faster service, “Parcels traveling with the 
Federal Post on their way 
to a small 
German island frequently lie around the 
railroad stations," the UPS spokesman said. 
The 
last 
time the 
post 
office 
faced 
competition from private firms, after a 
hefty rate increase in 1971, it reacted swiftly 
and arranged special rates for its large 
customers, especially the mail order houses 
“If United Parcel Service gets a hold on 
the market, then the Post Office customer 
will 
have 
to 
pay 
twice,” 
the 
union 
spokesman said 
"If the company takes 
business away from the post office, then the 
post office will have to raise its rates as the 
volume of parcels it delivers falls, or the 
post office will have to be subsidized further 
by the government

Euphoria Problems

WASHINGTON (UPI) — With the polls 
showing their man Jimmy Carter well ahead 
of President Ford, Democrats are telling 
themselves they have nothing to fear but 
euphoria. 
Such qualms are well taken. 
Feeling that everything is fine and dandy 
is one of the worst things that can happen to 
a politician. 
Show me a candidate with a sense of well­ 
being and I’ll show you a candidate who has 
lost touch with reality. 
We voters are nothing if not treacherous. 
Any candidate who takes us for granted is 
asking for a rude suprise on election day. 
How can a candidate who is a heavy 
favorite avoid becoming over-confident? 
I put that question to a couple of old polls 
who have been involved in upsets and they 
said it was up to the campaign managers to 
give the candidate an anxiety complex. 
Here are a few suggestions that Carter’s 
strategists are welcome to adopt. 
For that m atter, Ford’s handlers are 
welcome to try them too, if ever their tiger 
becomes unduly optimistic. 


The fight against euphoria is bigger than 
both of them and should not be hindered by 
any sort of partisan restraints. 
Anti-Euphoria Ploy No. I — Book the 
candidate for a rally in a certain city on a 
given date. Then arrange his schedule so 
that he shows up either a day early or a day 
late. 
Nothing beats an empty hall for raising

doubts in the candidate’s mind about his 
invincibility. 
Ploy No. 2 — Hire Don Rickies to dress in 
baby clothes and have a woman voluntary 
campaign worker carry him to a reception 
for the candidate. 
When the candidate bends over to kiss the 
"baby,” 
Rickies 
delivers 
a 
series 
of 
oneliners ridiculing the candidate’s bussing 
technique. 
Although it is all in fun, the candidate will 
realize he has been perfunctorily performing 
this important campaign activity and will 
take steps to give it more pizzazz. 
Ploy No. 3 — When Thomas E. Dewey lost 
the 1948 presidential race to, Harry Truman, 
some 
analysts 
attributed 
it 
to 
over­ 
confidence. 
They said that Dewey, lulled into a sense 
of well-being by his lead in the polls, did not 
do enough to counter the allegation that he 
looked like “the little man on a wedding 
cake.” 
C arter’s, or Ford’s, campaign managers 
can prevent a recurrence by hiring a pastry 
chef to carve a miniature likeness of their 
candidate and place it atop a wedding cake. 
The cake should be put on the table at 
every meal to remind the candidate that the 
p^lls can be wrong and that he should take 
pains to avoid 
any resemblance 
to a 
bridegroom. 
Ploy No. 4 — The candidate decides to 
take a stand in favor of blanket pardons for 
Vietnam draft evaders. 
Have him announce his position at an 
American Legion convention. 


Music Hall Blues

NEW YORK (UPI) - Radio City Music 
Hall bills itself as the world’s biggest 
variety theater. The trouble is, many of 
those 6,000 seats are empty these days — 
and the echoes may be the Music Hall’s 
death rattle. 
The times and an entertainment-seeking 
public’s tastes have changed. Attendance is 
down, costs are up 
Unless some sort of compromise can be 
reached — mostly with three unions — wthin 
a week, the institution once known as “the 
showplace of the nation" will close its doors 
for good 
Trouble is not new to Radio City Music 
Hall. It opened in 1932 as an Art Deco 
wonderland of bronze, glass and crystal, 
with first-class acts — dancers Martha 
Graham and Ray Bolger and a group of 
young 
acrobatic 
daredevils, 
the 
Flying 
Wallendas. 
But vaudeville was in its death throes. 
Movies and radio now dominated the mass 
entertainment market. 
The owners acted fast to shore up the box 
office 


They put up a screen and showed a 
popular film, “The Bitter Tea of General 
Yen,” with Barbara Stanwyck. 
They hired a chorus line, the Roxyettes, 
away 
from 
the 
Boxy 
Theatre 
a n d 
rechristened them the Rockettes. 


The new combination became a hit. 
The 
Music 
Hall’s 
emphasis 
was 
on 
wholesome, family oriented entertainment. 
For decades, it was a winning formula, and 
through the 1960s annual attendance rarely 
dropped below five million. 
But family 
oriented 
fare 
has 
grown 
somewhat passe in Manhattan. Filmgoers 
are accustomed to bolder fare. And last 
year, the Music Hall’s attendance dropped 
to two million. 


Management cut the size of the orchestra. 
It disbanded its own ballet company. Still, 
the operating loss in 1975 was $1.3 million.
